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SAINTS 3 BRIGHTON 0: ADKINS’ MEN EXTEND 

BRIGHTON HOT 
AS LAMBERT 


RICKIE Lambert hit a hat- 
trick as Saints beat 
Brighton 3-0 to extend 
their St Mary’s winning 
streak to 20 games. 

Nigel Adkins’ men remain five 
points clear at the top of the 
Championship, thanks to a dev¬ 
astating second-half perfor¬ 
mance that saw off the ten-man 
Seagulls. 

Lambert was the hero, head¬ 
ing Saints into the lead from 
Frazer Richardson’s cross, 
before converting a pair of 
penalties. 

To compound matters for 
Albion, their right back and 
assistant manager Mauricio 
Taricco was sent off after argu¬ 
ing with referee Peter Walton. 

Saints have now won their last 
18 league games at home, and 
their last 20 in all competitions. 

Adkins’ side stay five points 
ahead of West Ham, who won at 
Coventry, and are now eight 
ahead of third-placed 
Middlesbrough, who drew with 
Blackpool. 

Frazer Richardson powered 
forward from his right-back 
position in the fourth minute, 
with the ball eventually being 
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worked out to Lambert on the 
right of the area. 

He slid a pass into Guly do 
Prado, whose first-time shot 
was blocked by a Brighton 
defender. Saints appealed for 
handball, but referee Peter 
Walton waved away their 
protests. 

Guly cut inside from the left in 
the 11th minute and fired a long 
distance effort at goal, but Steve 
Harper was able to gather the 
shot at his near post without 
much trouble. 

Walton let Danny Fox off with 
a warning soon after, as he 
clipped Craig Noone on the 
halfway line. 

The Albion forward then 
found some space just outside 
the area in the 14th minute, but 
hit his left foot shot way over 
the bar, as the visitors created 
their first opening. 

Saints went straight down the 


other end in search of a goal, 
with Lambert lifting a left-foot 
cross to the back post, where 
Guly was just unable to make 
contact with his head. 

The Brazilian was shown a 
yellow card by Walton in the 
24th minute for a late sliding 
tackle on Marcos Painter mid¬ 
way inside Albion’s half. 

The Brazilian forward then 
went to ground very easily in 
the area, as he lifted the ball 
past Lewis Dunk. 

Walton, once again, showed no 
interest in awarding Saints a 
spot kick. 

Jose Fonte’s chip forward in 
the 27th minute was nodded 
down by Lambert into the path 
of Richard Chaplow, who had 
run on beyond him, but the mid¬ 
fielder was unable to get the ball 
under control as he burst into 
the box. 

Saints were the ones doing the

4-2 for the clash with Brighton. 

Skipper Dean Hammond 
returned to the starting lineup, in 
place of Morgan Schneiderlin, 
who dropped to the bench.

The Saints forward was 
becoming increasingly frustrat¬ 
ed at what he appeared to see as 
some heavy-handed defending 
from the visitors. 

Play stopped for a few min¬ 
utes just after the half-hour 
mark, as Noone and Fox 
accidentally clashed heads. 
Adkins tweaked the mid- 
field formation, switching 
to a diamond, with Adam 
Lallana moving in 
behind the front two. 
Lambert headed 
Fox’s corner towards 
goal seven minutes 
before the break, 
but it was straight 
at Harper. 

Kelvin Davis 
had to be alert to claim a 
long ball out of Brighton’s 
defence right on the edge of his 
area, as Craig Mackail-Smith 
looked to get onto it.

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The deadlock was at last bro¬ 
ken four minutes after the 
restart, though, as Richardson 
again got down the right wing. 

He cut onto his left foot and 
curled an in-swinging cross to 
the far post, where Lambert 
powered home a header. 

Saints thought they had a 
penalty moments later, as 
Hammond burst through on the 
left side, with Harper appearing 
to bring him down. 

But Walton awarded Brighton 
a free-kick and booked the mid¬ 
fielder for diving. 

Saints did get a spot-kick in 
the 55th minute, as Dunk 
tripped Fonte on the right side 
of the area. 

It was an extremely dubious 
decision, with Fonte appearing 
to be outside the box by about 
half a yard. 


Saints will feel it was justified, 
though, after all the other 
claims they had turned down. 

Brighton right back and assis¬ 
tant manager Mauricio Taricco 
was then shown a red card after 
arguing the decision. 

Following quite a delay, 
Lambert stepped up and sent 
Harper the wrong way to double 
the lead. 

Gus Poyet then made his first 
change, taking off Ryan Harley 
and replacing him with former 
Saints target Inigo Calderon. 

Adkins countered that by 
swapping Hammond for 
Morgan Schneiderlin. 

Lambert should have com¬ 
pleted his hat-trick in the 63rd 
minute, as he got put in down 
the left, but his shot across 
goal went just wide - although 
it appeared Harper may have 


got a touch to it. 

Alan Navarro was lucky to 
escape red for a bad challenge 
on Jack Cork. 

Lambert had a big appeal for 
another penalty turned down 
three minutes later, as he 
appeared to be bundled over by 
Dunk as he looked to get on the 
end of Fox’s delivery. 

Poyet substituted Billy 
Paynter and Navarro for Ashley 
Barnes and Matt Sparrow. 

But nothing the Brighton boss 
did could stop a rampant Saints 
side. 

It was 3-0 in the 69th minute, 
after Calderon tripped the irre¬ 
pressible Lambert in the box, 
gifting Saints another penalty. 

Lambert again made no mis¬ 
take from the spot, firing the 
ball into the top corner, after a 
retake, to complete his hat- 
trick. 

Guly blazed over from a good 
position moments later, as 
Saints threatened to completely 
embarrass the Seagulls. 


Lallana was taken off in the 
77th minute, with Steve De 
Ridder coming on in his place. 

And Lee Barnard was brought 
on in the 81st minute for his first 
league appearance of the sea¬ 
son, replacing Guly. 

Frustration was boiling over 
for Brighton, with Noone yellow 
carded for berating one of 
Walton’s assistant referees. 

Lambert was close to a fourth 
goal in the 86th minute, con¬ 
necting with a diving header 
from Richardson’s cross, only to 
put his effort straight at Harper. 

Noone had a chance to grab a 
consolation for Brighton in 
injury time with a free-kick just 
outside the area. 

But his left foot effort missed 
the goal, instead finding the 
Northam End, before Barnard 
headed over, nearly capping his 
comeback with a goal. 

There was still time for Barnes 
to be booked for dissent, before 
Walton brought proceedings to 
an end. 


Nigel hails 
turnaround 


NIGEL Adkins heaped praise 
on his players after they pro¬ 
duced a devastating second- 
half performance in the 3-0 win 
over Brighton. 

A dull game sparked into life 
after the break, with Rickie 
Lambert netting a hat-trick to 
see off a dogged Albion team at 
St Mary’s. 

Adkins wasn’t happy with his 
side’s display in the first half, 
but was thrilled with their per¬ 
formance in the second period. 

“I think you’ve got to give 
Brighton a little bit of credit in 
the first half, because they’ve 
come and controlled the foot¬ 
ball far too much - more than 
anybody’s done probably at St 
Mary’s this season,” he said. 

“They gave us one or two 
challenges that we had to sort 
out. 

“Great credit to the players, 
because they’ve gone and done 
that. 

“We’ve come out in the sec¬ 
ond half and we’ve had to 
adapt our shape a little bit. 

“We highlighted that before 
the game and we’ve come out 
second half and done well. 

“It was a great goal from 
Rickie Lambert. 

“We talked about how the 
width had to come from the 
full backs to get the crosses in 
there. 

“We didn’t get nowhere near 
enough in the first half when 
the opportunities were on. 

“We didn’t pass the ball quick 
enough - we gave it away far 
too cheaply - and we allowed 
Brighton to get a little bit of 
control of the football. 

“But great credit to the play¬ 
ers, they turned it round and 
Lambert scores a great hat- 
trick.

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Hammers 
win to stay 
in touch 

NIGEL Adkins’ Saints remain five 
points clear of second-placed 
West Ham, who fought back from 
a half-time deficit to defeat strug¬ 
gling Coventry 2-1. 

Hosts Coventry, looking for only 
a second win in 11 league games, 
took a 33rd minute lead through 
Clive Platt but two goals in six 
second half minutes from Carlton 
Cole and Frederic Piquionne 
earned West Ham the points. 

Third-placed Middlesbrough lost 
ground on the leading pair after 
they were held 2-2 at home by 
Blackpool. 

Scott McDonald twice put Boro 
in front, but they were cancelled 
out by efforts from Ludovic 
Sylvestre and Jonjo Shelvey. 

That result allowed fourth- 
placed Cardiff to close the gap on 
Boro to one point after they 
claimed a 2-1 win at Reading, 

Peter Whittingham opening the 
scoring in the second minute and 
Mark Hudson adding a second 20 
minutes from time before Reading 
pulled a goal back through Jimmy 
Kebe. 

In the day’s early kick-off, a late 
double from Robert Snodgrass 
earned Leeds a 2-1 comeback win 
over Burnley at Turf Moor. 

Burnley had taken a 10th minute 
lead through a Jay Rodriguez 
header but Snodgrass struck in 
the 76th and 89th minutes to help 
Leeds claim the win and move into 
the top five. 

Hull enjoyed the ideal start 
under new caretaker manager 
Nick Barmby as they picked up a 
2-0 away win over Derby. Both 
goals came in the opening 23 min¬ 
utes with Matt Fryatt and Cameron 
Stewart the men on target. 

Former England midfielder 
Barmby was this week named as 
the Tigers’ caretaker boss after 
Nigel Pearson returned to npower 
Championship rivals Leicester. 

Marcus Tudgay scored a stop¬ 
page-time winner to earn 
Nottingham Forest a 3-2 home vic¬ 
tory over Ipswich. 

Ipswich had twice led through 
goals from Danny Collins, but 
Forest hit back with strikes from 
Robbie Findley, Joel Lynch and 
Tudgay - the last two goals com¬ 
ing in the final six minutes. 

Birmingham and Peterborough 
played out a 1-1 draw, with Marlon 
King's first half effort being can¬ 
celled out by Grant McCann's 
free-kick on the hour. 

Doncaster remain rooted to the 
foot of the table after going down 
2-0 at Barnsley, for whom Craig 
Davies netted both goals. 

Doncaster finished the match 
with 10 men following the 72nd 
minute dismissal of substitute 
Adam Lockwood. 
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DAVE Jones believes Saints 
would still be in the Premier 
League if false allegations of 
child abuse hadn’t cost him his 
job at the club. 

Nearly 12 years have now passed 
since the sickening claims - relat¬ 
ing to Jones’ time as a care worker 
in Merseyside - derailed his career 
on the south coast. 

The then Saints boss was accused 
of, and charged with, a series of 
harrowing sexual and physical 
offences against children. 

“I really mean it, I would rather 
have been charged with murder,” 
says a forceful Jones, who recounts 
the horrific ordeal in his updated 
autobiography, No Smoke No Fire. 

The disgusting extent of his 
accusers’ deceit would ultimately 
be exposed, as a court case against 
him collapsed within days of it 
starting. 

Those who had pointed the finger 
at him - who were all in prison at 
the time they made their claims - 
either pulled out of giving testimo¬ 
ny or admitted under oath that they 
had fabricated their stories. 

They had been told that they 
could expect compensation if a con¬ 
viction was secured. 

But, while father-of-four Jones 
reclaimed the most important thing 
of all - his life - the lies were 
enough to cost him his position as 
manager of Saints. 

Against his wishes, Jones had 
been suspended on full pay in 
January 2000, by then chairman 
Rupert Lowe, in order to concen¬ 
trate on his upcoming trial. 

By the time he was exonerated, 
Glenn Hoddle was at the helm at 
The Dell. 

It was clear that Jones’ stay at the 
club was coming to an end, and his 
contract was paid up. 

History dictates that Hoddle aban¬ 
doned ship little more 
than a year after taking 
charge and, although a 
memorable spell under 
Gordon Strachan 
would follow, Saints 
were relegated from the 
Premier League in 2005. 

Had he been allowed 
to continue, Jones 
believes the club’s fate 
would have been very 
different. 

“They would never 
have been relegated, I 
know that, under me,” 
said the 55-year-old. 

“But they went down 
the road they took and 
it didn’t work out for 
them.” 

Jones was poached 
from Stockport to take 
over at Saints in 1997, 
and was voted Premier 
League manager of the 
year by his peers after 
his first season at the club. 

“I think over the years we would 
have survived and been in the 
Premiership,” he insisted. 

“There was a plan in place, and 
we were halfway through it. 

“The plan was to dismantle the 
old team, with the likes of Tiss

“I’m good friends with him, so I’m 
not speaking out of turn. But the 
plan was not to rely on him as 
much as we had in the past. 

“We had the likes of Kevin Davies 
and Dean Richards, and the side 
was getting younger. 

“Gordon Strachan said to me that 


when the club went to the FA Cup 
final it was largely with players we 
started to bring through, so that 
was good. 

“It was always a tough job, but 
one that I really enjoyed.” 

For Jones, it is always a case of 
‘what might have been’ at Saints - 
and he still resents being denied the 


chance to see things through. 

“I never wanted it to stop, but it 
did because of Rupert’s decision,” 
he said. 

“It affected my career massively. 
It took me out of the Premiership. It 
took me out of something I worked 
so hard for. 

“I felt let down by certain people

But Jones still reflects on what 
he did accomplish at the club 
with satisfaction. 

“I’m proud of what I achieved at 
Southampton because, at the time, 
we were in the Premiership and I 
had won manager of the year,” he 
said. 

“My brief was to keep the club in 
the Premiership, which we did, and 
within that get rid of the old team 
and develop a new one. 

“You look at some of the players 
we had come through, like Bridgey 


and Beattie. 

“So I’m proud of the things I did 
there.” 

While Jones holds bitterness 
towards the way his exit was han¬ 
dled, he insists he still maintains 
great affection for the club and the 
city. 

“I won’t forget the Southampton 
people,” he said. 

“They protected my family and 
looked after them. 

“I’ve got nothing but admiration 
for them. At the time, and after¬ 
wards, they looked after me.” 


No Smoke, No Fin 


It was that sort of response that 
kept Jones, his wife Ann, and the 
rest of his family going through the 
darkest hours of their torturous 
ordeal. 

“If anybody in the football world 
would have believed any of it, that 
would have done more harm to me 
than the actual people trying to 
extort money from me,” said Jones. 

“That’s what it all came down to, 
and the police doing the investiga¬ 
tion didn’t do it properly. 

“Maybe they saw they had got a 
big fish, but they never looked into 


it in the manner they should have. 

“That’s the part that really ran¬ 
kles with me and my wife.” 

It took just four days of the trial at 
Liverpool Crown Court in 
November 2000 before the judge 
called a halt to proceedings, throw¬ 
ing out and completely discrediting 
the Crown Prosecution Service’s 
case. 

But, with his accusers already in 
prison and unable to be publicly 
named, Jones never felt he received 
a fair deal. 

“I never actually got the justice I 
felt I should have got,” he said. 

“Their sentences should have 
been tripled. 

“I was found not guilty, but I 
never got my justice, because these 
people didn’t get what I thought 
they deserved.” 

Jones did go on to rebuild his 
career, though, taking Wolves into 
the Premier League, 
before enjoying six good 
years at Cardiff. 

But, even then, igno¬ 
rant sections of support¬ 
ers would still holler 
sick abuse at him. 

“People think that it 
hurts you and it affects 
your team’s perfor¬ 
mance, or whatever,” he 
said. 

“Half of them haven’t 
even got a clue what 
they’re saying anyway, 
or what it’s about. 

“It doesn’t affect me in 
any way. It’s my family 
that it affects, because 
they have to hear it. But 
it’s very much a minori¬ 
ty.” 

Jones was sacked as 
Bluebirds boss in the 
summer, after failing to 
take the Welsh side into 
the top flight. 

Rested, he is now eager to return 
to the management game. 

“I’ve not really had a break 
before, and I’ve enjoyed it,” he said. 

“But I’m ready now to come back. 
I’ve just really started to look 
around now. 

“I’ve just got to wait and see what 
happens. 

“My record as a manager over 16 
years isn’t too bad. 

“I’ve got a 47 per cent win ratio 
over 16 years, so I must be doing 
something right.”

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Poyet comes 
under fire 
from Fergie 

BRIGHTON boss Gus Poyet has 
run into some flak from Sir Alex 
Ferguson after joining the debate 
over Luis Suarez’s alleged ‘racist 
comments’ to Manchester 
United’s Patrice Evra. 

Poyet has accused Evra of being 
a “cry-baby” and followed up with 
the claim he would defend Suarez 
“to the hilt.” 

But United boss Ferguson said: 
“Gus Poyet’s remarks are inappro¬ 
priate at this time. People through¬ 
out the world are condemning 
racism. He has chosen the wrong 
time. 

“I can understand why he 

wants to support someone from 
his country but he has to think 
about it more. 

“I don’t know how the question 
has been loaded but it seems his 
criticism of Evra is a bit silly.” 

Ferguson believes Liverpool have 
been following an “agenda” in 
maintaining their defiant stance 
around Suarez. 

He revealed yester¬ 
day United had 
been asked by 
the Football 
Association 
not to offer 
any com¬ 
ment on 
the row 
between 
Suarez 
and 

defender 
Evra at 
Anfield 
last 
month, 
which has 
led to the 
Uruguay 
striker being 
charged with 
making racist 
comments. 

That did not 
stop Liverpool 
manager 
Kenny Dalglish 
confirming 
yesterday that the Merseyside 
giants stood by their man, who 
continues to protest his inno¬ 
cence. 

“They have been drip-feeding a 
lot of stuff. I understand that,” said 
the United boss. “They want to 
protect their player. He is their 
asset. We have been asked by the 
FA not to say anything about the 
Evra situation. We have abided by 
that. They will deal with it.” 

Amid all this, FIFA president 
Sepp Blatter has been forced into 
an apology after initially suggest¬ 
ing on-field racism, such as that 
alleged by Evra, should be dealt 
with by a post-match handshake. 

Rio Ferdinand was among the 
high-profile members of the foot¬ 
ball fraternity to make their feel¬ 
ings known. 

And, while Ferguson praised 
Blatter for saying sorry, he 
declined to rebuke centre-half 
Ferdinand for making his feelings 
known via Twitter. 

“He can Twitter as much as he 
likes as long as it doesn’t affect 
us,” he said. 
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THE Echo’s interview with Dave 
Jones threw up some interesting 
points. 

It’s clear that Dave still harbours 
some resentment, not at Saints but 
at the way his career with Saints 
ended... and who can blame him? 

Hindsight is indeed a gift and look¬ 
ing back at Jones’ traumatic time at 
Saints it’s all too easy to feel the 
manager was hard done by. 

But the publicity surrounding his 
court case would have made it 
impossible for anyone to continue in 
their job. 

The fact that Lowe acquired a for¬ 
mer England manager as a replace¬ 
ment made Jones’ future at 
Southampton pretty much unten¬ 
able. 

It was unfair, it was unjust. 

But at the time it was the correct 
decision to make. 

It would have been impossible to 
fight such insidious claims and still 
maintain focus on keeping 
Southampton in the Premier League. 

That said, the legacy he left made 
his successors’ jobs a lot easier. 

Jones had a fantastic eye for 
talent and it’s fair to say 
that Glenn Hoddle 
and Gordon 
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to that, both Wolves and Cardiff 
have emerged as stronger clubs for 
his influence. 

It’s more than fair to say that 
Jones won’t be unemployed for 
long. 

That said, Jones’ claims that 
Saints would never have been rele¬ 
gated are irrelevant. 

You can’t re-write history with 
what ifs. 

Jones took Wolves up, but he also 
relegated them. 

He wasn’t immune to relegation, 
no manager is. 

Things happened for a reason and 
the outcome was that Saints were 
broken down solely to be built back 
up again. 

The difference between us now 
and under Jones is immeasurable. 

He could argue that Saints are a 
better proposition now but the harsh 
truth is that perhaps, sometimes, 
things happen for a reason. 

Jones could have had a glittering 
career with Saints; he could have 
been the next Paul Sturrock. 

Who knows. 

Jones has a solid reputation and a 
solid CV. 

Saints have solid foundations and 

a manager who is the right man in 
the right place at the right time. 

I can only hope that Jones 
finds his right place and his right 

out at Southampton, I can only

BY the time you read this article 
Saints will either have continued 
their staggering home form 
against Brighton or they will 
have succumbed to the inevitable 
and finally not taken all three 
points at home.

It makes a mockery of Poyet’s deriso¬ 
ry comments from 
last season and 
adds all sort of 
spice to this 
season’s 
encounter. 

But even 
now Poyet 
cannot get 
South¬ 
ampton 
out of his 
system. 

His 
recent 
comments 
smack 
more of a 
spurned 
lover than a 
potential 
Premier 
League man¬ 
ager. 

His comments 
about Nigel Adkins 
are particu¬ 
larly bitter. GUS POYET 
“He had 

only one problem. Not his style or his 
tactics or his players. He was not better 
than Brighton.” 

His comments about Saints’ amazing 
start to this season were equally bitter. 

“Because they played 46 games in 
League One with Championship play¬ 
ers.” 

No one can accuse Gus of having any 
class, can they? 

Gus, face it, had last season gone on 
for two more games, then you’d have 
been second. And, whether you like it or 
not, Southampton’s continued great 
form shows that Nigel Adkins was 
absolutely right when he asked if 
Brighton could keep up. 

They couldn’t. 

Gus, all I can say to you is...

Capelloldds 
start to shine 



HOW far have England pro¬ 
gressed since the debacle of the 
2010 World Cup in South Africa? 

Optimism for the Euro 2012 tourna¬ 
ment in Poland and Ukraine has risen 
due to the results against Spain and 
Sweden. 

Also, during the calendar year, 
England have remained unbeaten, 
with six wins from nine games. 

But I should like to remind everyone 
that England’s form going into the last 
World Cup was pretty impressive, only 
for them to be trounced 4-1 by 
Germany, in Bloemfontein, in the sec¬ 
ond round. 

It is always difficult to compare 
one squad to another, but with¬ 
in the current crop of players 
new talent is beginning to 
emerge. 

No longer will the England 
team selection be a rubber 
stamp job. 

Although Fabio Capello has 
a larger and fresher squad to 
pick from now, I hope we can 
play down talk of a new golden 
generation. 

How many times have I 
heard that phrase over the 
last few years, reaching as 
far back as Japan 2002 right 
the way to South Africa 2010? 

Over the last 12 months, there has 
been a move to start dismantling the 
old guard and replacing it with 
younger and quicker players. 

The performance against Sweden 
demonstrated that Phil Jones, 19, Jack 


Rodwell, 20, and Kyle Walker, 21, were 
pointing England in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

You can add to that threesome 
Wayne Rooney, Ashley Young and 
Jack Wilshere. 

Of course, you still need that blend of 
experience and seasoned players with¬ 
in the team. 

This can be supplemented with the 
ever-improving Scott Parker, while 
Frank Lampard - who was being dis¬ 
missed a little while ago - is back. 

There is also Gareth Barry, whose 
form for Manchester City and England 
has come on in leaps and bounds. 

The midfield is full of potential, 
not forgetting Steven Gerrard, 
who has struggled through 
an injury-plagued season. 
Perhaps the back line 
needs more scrutiny, 
though. 

Capello would have 
been pleased with the 
pairing of Phil Jagielka 
and Joleon Lescott against 
Spain. 

Regular performers Rio 
Ferdinand and John Terry 
can no longer be guaran- 
YOUNG TALENT: teed a starting position, 
Phil Jones. which is exactly the situa¬ 

tion Capello wants to be 
in. 

Ferdinand, at 33, could struggle to re¬ 
establish himself in the squad, while 
Terry’s position could become unten¬ 
able if the Anton Ferdinand race 
charge is proven. 

Both full back positions may prove 



troublesome. 

Glen Johnson still appears to be the 
first choice right back, although the 
emergence of Tottenham’s Walker 
means he remains a possibility. 

Although, why Capello still turns a 
blind eye to the in-form Micah 
Richards remains a mystery to me. 

Is their relationship untenable and, if 
so, why? 

At left back, I have always had my 
reservations about Ashley 
Cole. 

There is something in 
his make-up that I cannot 
stomach. 

He never convinces me that he is gen¬ 
uine in his approach to the game. 

Although football has changed, I still 
believe a defender should be able to 
head and tackle -neither of which are 
great parts of Cole’s make-up. 

I much prefer Everton’s Leighton 
Baines, who looks a more honest full 
back and has improved since his move 
from Wigan to Everton. 

As Capello ponders the growing com¬ 
petition for places at next summer’s 
tournament, the game against 2010 
World Cup finalists Holland in the new 
year could be the last chance for him to 
run the rule over potential selections. 

I repeat what I’ve said on a number of 
occasions, that I believe this new 
emerging England team will be better 
prepared and ready for the 2014 World 
Cup in Brazil, rather than 2012 in 
Poland and Ukraine. 

While there is growing optimism 
regarding England’s chances, I do not 
believe the cream of Europe will be 
fearing them at this stage.

Redknapp added: “Not 
everyone likes UEFA presi¬ 
dent Michel Platini but at 
least everyone appreciates 
he knows his stuff about 
football. He was a great 
player so the people who 
pay to go through the turn¬ 
stiles accept he knows what 
he is talking about. 

“Maybe if Blatter had been 
like Bobby Charlton or a 
great manager like Sir Alex 
Ferguson you would have 
more respect for his opinion. 

“There are lots of great 
people in England and 
abroad who could run FIFA 
and who have a great back¬ 
ground in football."

Ex-Saints boss 
aiming for the 
top at Leicester 


NIGEL Pearson 
walked back into 
the pressure of 
the Leicester job 
... and admitted 
the only ingredi¬ 
ent missing at the 
King Power 
Stadium is 
Barclays Premier 
League football. 

The new Foxes boss 
this week completed- 
close to two weeks of 
negotiations with Hull - 
whom Pearson joined 17 
months ago having 
walked away from the 
previous City regime. 

The upbeat 48-year-old, 
who preferred to look for¬ 
ward and not dwell on his 
previous departure, 
admitted the move back 
to Leicestershire - under 
now chairman Vichai 
Raksriaksorn - came as a 
surprise but also that he 
was happy to return. 

“The last 12 days have 
felt longer than that if I’m 
being perfectly honest,” 
said the former Saints 
manager. 

“It’s good to be back 
now, I’m glad it’s been 
resolved and hopefully we 
can move forward.” 

He added: “I’m delight¬ 
ed to be back here. I like 
positive pressure, I don’t 
feel the fact that expecta¬ 
tions are high interfere 
with how I work, I get a 
very positive feel for the 
place.” 

Pearson can certainly 
expect to find himself 
under pressure at 
Leicester where expecta¬ 
tion comes as part of the 
package. 

In his previous stint as 
Foxes boss, he guided 
the club to the League 
One title in 2009 and the 
Championship play-off 
semi-finals the following 
year, losing to Cardiff on 
penalties. 

But the burden of 
expectation has 
increased since the club’s 
takeover by Thai-based 
consortium Asia Football 


Investments in August 
2010. 

Pearson’s predecessor 
Sven-Goran Eriksson was 
sacked last month with 
the club two points off 
the play-off places, with 
the Swede having taken 
City from near the foot of 
the second tier when he 
took over and being given 
in the region of £12million 
to spend in the summer. 

Pearson said: “I’m 
always confident in my 
ability and certainly the 
support staff, I know I’ll 
have the backing of the 
board and I know how 
keen they are for the club 
to be successful. 

“It’s a big club with 
huge potential, the miss¬ 
ing ingredient at the 
moment is our status in 
terms of being in the 
Premier League.” 

The average managerial 
lifespan in the 
Championship is the low¬ 
est of any division in 
England at just under a 
year, compared to three 
and a half years back in 
1992. 

Pearson - who has 
penned a two-and-a-half 
year contract - is fully 
aware of the expectation 
levels and shares the 
ambition of the club’s 
board. 

Vice-chairman Aiyawatt 
Raksriaksorn believes the 
club have the right man in 
charge to bring top-flight 
football back to Leicester. 

“I don’t have any 
timescale for promotion 
but of course my ambi¬ 
tion is still the same and I 
want the team to gain 
promotion,” he said. 

“I will support him with 
everything I can.” 

Raksriaksorn added: 

“He has everything the 
board needs -- passion, 
he can motivate players, 
staff and fans as well. 

“I believe in him and I 
think we have chosen the 
right person. I used to say 
I will choose the manager 
who can bring the team 
to the Premier League 
and I believe he can.”

NIGEL Pearson has never really 
failed throughout his managerial 
career. 

His first managerial role couldn’t 
have been tougher - thrown in at the 
deep end of a League 2 relegation bat¬ 
tle with little money to play with, 
writes SIMON CARTER. 

Carlisle United were fourth bottom 
of the basement division in December 
1998 when Pearson was handed his 
first managerial role. 

At the time the Cumbrians were 
eight points ahead of the bottom club 
- ironically, Hull City. 

But Pearson won just four of his 
first 26 league games in charge, 
ensuring the last-day home game 
with Plymouth was a ‘must win’ if the 
Foxes were to stand any chance of 
staying in the Football League. 

Famously, goalkeeper Jimmy 
Glass’ last-minute goal - after 
Pearson had waved him up for a cor¬ 
ner - gave Carlisle a 2-1 win and sent 
Scarborough down instead. 

Scarborough were sent down a path 
which ended with the club’s liquada- 
tion and Pearson had an ultimately 
successful end to his first taste of 
management. 

But it was to be Saints chairman 
Leon Crouch that would offer him his

second permanent managerial role 
almost nine years later - in February 
2008. 

Saints had just been dumped out of 
the FA Cup at lower division Bristol 
Rovers while league results had also 
started to dip under caretakers Jason 
Dodd and John Gorman. 

The plan had been to keep the care¬ 
takers in charge, following George 


Burley’s sentimental return to 
Scotland to manage the national 
team, until the end of the summer 
and then look to appoint a full-time 
boss. 

But results dictated otherwise and it 
was to Pearson - who had had care¬ 
taker manager roles at West Brom 
and Newcastle since leaving Carlisle 
to concentrate on a coaching career - 
that Crouch entrusted Saints’ 
Championship survival to. 

History will show, as it did at 
Carlisle, that Pearson didn’t want 
that many games. 

In fact, he won just three of his 14 
league matches in charge of Saints. 

But, as with Carlisle, he will always 
be remembered for the fact he won 
his last one - another emotion-filled 
home success, this time 3-2 against 
Sheffield United at St Mary’s. 

Pearson would obviously have con¬ 
tinued as boss had Crouch and his 
supporters stayed in power at Saints. 

That masterplan was shattered, 
though, by the unlikely pairing of for¬ 
mer enemies Rupert Lowe and Milan 
Mandaric. 

Following his release by Saints, 
Pearson was almost instantly 
appointed manager at Leicester, the 
club Saints had sentenced to relega¬ 
tion by beating Sheffield United. 


Faced with a rebuilding job under 
the demanding eyes of then chairman 
Milan Mandaric, Pearson responded 
in style. Not only did he lead 
Leicester to the League 1 title at the 
first attempt - winning 31 games out 
of 46 and losing just four - he took the 
Foxes to the Championship play-offs 
the following season. 

Pearson’s Wembley dream died, 
though, when his men were beaten by 
Dave Jones’ Cardiff in a semi-final 
penalty shoot-out. 

Following his on-field successes in 
the East Midlands, it probably came 
as something of a surprise to many 
that Mandaric allowed him to leave in 
the summer of 2010 to join Hull, fresh¬ 
ly relegated from the Premiership. 

In his sole full season in charge at 
the KC Stadium, Pearson fashioned a 
Tigers side which proved hard to beat 
- losing only 13 times in their 46-game 
Championship programme. 

But a surfeit of draws, 17 in all, saw 
them never seriously in the frame for 
the play-offs. 

In the meantime, there had been a 
change in ownership at Leicester, 
with Mandaric selling out and mov¬ 
ing back into the third tier with 
another one-time ex-Premiership 
club, Sheffield Wednesday. 


FOLLOWING on from Sepp Blatter’s 
controversial comments on racism in 
football this week, the Sports Pink looks 
back at past gaffes committed by the 
FIFA President. 

Homosexuality. Blatter was forced to 
apologise after his remark when Qatar were 
awarded the 2022 World Cup. He was 
asked about the fact that homosexuality is 
illegal in the country. Blatter joked “I would 
say they should refrain from any sexual 
activities!” 

Women footballers in hot pants. “Come 
on, let’s get women to play in different and 
more feminine garb than the men,” Blatter 
told Sonntagsblick in a 2004 interview. 
Asked if he meant short skirts, Blatter said: 
“No, but in tighter shorts for example. In 
volleyball women wear different clothes 
from the men. Beautiful women play foot¬ 
ball nowadays, excuse me for saying so.” 

On the claims John Terry had an affair 
with Wayne Bridge’s 
ex-girlfriend. ”lf this 
had happened in 
let’s say Latin 
countries then I 
think he would 
have been 
applauded.” 

On transfer of 
Cristiano Ronaldo 
from Manchester United to Real Madrid. 

“There’s too much modern slavery in trans¬ 
ferring players or buying players here and 
there, and putting them somewhere.” 

Banning draws. He told a German journal¬ 
ist in 2004 there should be winners and 
losers in every match. “Every game should 
have a winner. When you play cards or any 
other game, there's always a winner and a 
loser. We should have the courage to intro¬ 
duce a final decision in every game of foot¬ 
ball.” 

Enlarging the size of the goals. “The 
guardians of the rules are in agreement to 
lengthen the goals by the diameter of two 
balls, around 50cm, and to increase the 
height by the diameter of one ball,” he told 
Stern magazine in 1996. The International 
FA Board soon kicked out the proposal. 

Ahead of the 1994 World Cup in the USA, 
when Blatter was FIFA general secretary, 
he championed the idea of four quarters to 
make football more appealing to American 
TV. The plan was swiftly dropped after 
widespread opposition.

over sensitive but it’s 
not the case. It’s just 
a matter of being 
self-aware. 

Of course, thou¬ 


sands of men chanting something at 
another crowd of men is hardly the 
same as a gay man being singled out 
by a small gang, and for that reason I 
do fear that the police reaction may 
be a bit over the top.

This is probably not how the out¬ 
side world views things, but it is 
how Ronnie is looking at life. 

If this is really his state of mind, 
it might well be the best thing that 
can happen. 

Performing with an underdog 


mentality weighs far less heavily 
on some sportspeople than being 
the favourite. 

It just depends on your psyche. 

For a sportsperson in an individ¬ 
ual sport, it is particularly key. 

Maybe this is the start of a 
Ronnie renaissance.

The Cherries goalkeeping coach, 
pictured right, criticised the 
Umbro Neo Pro ball after stoppers 
Darryl Flahavan and Paulo 
Gazzaniga endured problems dur¬ 
ing last Saturday’s first round 
clash.

Former Saints and Cherries 
keeper Moss said: “I don’t want to 
make excuses, but the balls are 
terrible. 

“I look at it purely from a goal¬ 
keeping point of view and I work 
on my keepers to get them as good 
as I possibly can. 

“The Mitre balls (which are used 
in the league) are okay because we 
are used to them, but then they go 
and throw this one into the mix. 

“It was no coincidence to me that 
there were two absolutely great 
goals for the fans to see from long 
distance. 

“And for our second goal, the 
Gillingham keeper dropped a hor¬ 
rendous cross when the ball was, 
maybe, moving around all over the 
place. 

“It takes the skill out of it. All the 
centre forwards have to do is put 
down their heads and hit it as hard 
as they possibly can and there is a 
chance of it doing what happened 


for two of the goals on Saturday. 

“I hate to think what they are 
going to bring out next. 

“I think it will be a balloon - 
because that is the only way we 
could get the footballs any 
lighter than they are at the 
moment.” 

A Football Association spokesper¬ 
son said: “This yellow FA Cup 
match ball has been tried and tested 
by Umbro for use in winter condi¬ 
tions. 

“It passes the match officials’ reg¬ 
ulations in terms of weight and 
being spherical. It will be used from 
rounds one through to five.” 

The Umbro website said: “Cut 
using laser technology for a 
smoother flight and better grip, the 
Neo Pro features just 14 panels 
offering a smoother strike zone for 
that 30-yarder into the top corner.” 

Last season, Moss voiced similar 
concerns when he slammed the 
Umbro Hl-Vis NeoSpark - dubbed 
the pumpkin because of its orange 
colour - after it had caused contro¬ 
versy in Cherries’ 5-3 first round 
win over Tranmere Rovers. 

He said the current ball was simi¬ 
lar and added: “English goalkeep¬ 
ers like to pride ourselves on our 
handling and being able to catch 
the ball. 

“I coach kids from the age of six 
all the way up to the professionals 
and, maybe, I have to look at my 
coaching style. I want to see the 
kids catch. 

“But if they keep on the way they 
are, catching the football will be a 
forgotten art. 

“Maybe they (the FA Cup balls) 
are okay when you are playing on a 
perfect pitch when it is 80 degrees. 

But for the English game, when 
you are playing on muddy pitches, 
probably in strong wind, rain and 
all the rest of it that you can face in 
the FA Cup, they are just not fit for 
purpose as far as I am concerned.’

EASTLEIGH played an 
hour with ten men 
after having Ian 
Herring sent off for a 
second bookable 
offence at the 
Silverlake Stadium. 

But the ten-man

Eastleigh’s Michael 
Green and Ross Bottomley 
were arguably lucky to 
escape bookings for 
Eastleigh for hefty tackles 
and, when referee Charles 
Breakspear did eventually

A minute later Dartford 
controversially took the 
lead when the referee 
pointed to the spot for 
hand-ball when Noble’s 
driven shot slammed off 
Slabber and ADAM 
GREEN beat on-loan 
Saints keeper Jack Dovey 
with the penalty. 

Graeme Montgomery 
shot wide of the near post 
from Herring’s throw as 
Eastleigh attempted to 
respond. 

But their efforts were 
undermined on the half- 
hour when they were 
reduced to ten men. 

Herring was again 
deemed to have fouled 
wide-man Harris and ref¬ 
eree Breakspear - so

Dartford almost cashed 
in on their numerical 
advantage immediately, 
but Tom Bonner headed 
Jon Wallis’s high cross 
just over.

Toms was the first to reach 
the top flight and, currently, 
Sian Massey is making her 
mark in the Premier League, 
one of the most demanding 
football environments in the 
world. 

Looking ahead to next 
Saturday’s game at Little 
Testwood Farm, Portsmouth- 
based May said: “I am very 
excited about it since it is the 
first game at this level to have 
three female officials. I, along 
with Paula and Amy, are hon¬ 
oured to be part of that team. 

“The Wessex League have 
nurtured and supported me 
as an official since I ran my 
first line, aged 16, and to now 
be refereeing on the league is 
fantastic. 

“It has taken a lot of hard 


work, perseverance and dedi¬ 
cation to reach where I am 
today and I hope to progress 
further. But the biggest acco¬ 
lade is being known as “ref’ 
with players seeing me for 
my ability rather than my 
gender. 

“We will endeavour to offi¬ 
ciate on the game together as 
three referees - not three 
females!” 

Janie Frampton, now the 
FA’s national referee manag¬ 
er for education and training, 
was delighted to hear of the 
appointments. 

“It is a great achievement 
for the Wessex League to 
have three female officials at 
this level of operation,” she 
said. 

“The Wessex League is very 
professionally run with qual¬ 
ity football played. 

“The female referees will 
learn a lot from this level and 
I am sure they will display 
the faith the league have 
shown in their ability and the 
game will be a success for all 
involved.”

Lucy’s ‘one of the best referees around’ 


TOTTON & Eling boss Kev Dawtry has 
welcomed the appointment of three 
female officials for next Saturday’s show¬ 
down with Lymington Town. 

It’s the first time in Sydenhams League 
history that three women will be in 
charge of a Wessex Premier game with 
Portsmouth-based referee Lucy May 
flanked by assistants Paula Wyatt from 
Petersfield and Gosport’s Amy Robinson. 

“Does it bother me? Not in the slightest. 
They’re very good actually,” said ex- 
Saints and Crystal Palace player Dawtry. 

“You can’t have a game without offi¬ 
cials and Lucy May is one of the best ref¬ 
erees around. 

“Whether that’s partly because the fel¬ 


las are frightened to scream and shout at 
her because she’s a woman, I don’t know. 

“But her understanding of the game is 
pretty good and she explains things to 
the players.” 

In Dawtry’s book, it’s May’s ability to 
communicate that sets her apart from a 
few of her male counterparts. 

“You can talk to her and have a laugh 
without her thinking that you’re trying 
to influence her,” he said. 

“Most referees are OK, but one or two 
of them think that everyone’s come to 
football just to watch the ref and there’s 
a mentality among some of them to talk 
to players and managers like a school¬ 
teacher. 


“They tell you that if you’ve got some¬ 
thing to say to have word with them at 
half-time and, when you do, they tell you 
to clear off! 

“The players have known about next 
week’s all-female appointment for some 
time and they haven’t really said too 
much about it. We had a female linesman 
here last Friday for the Winchester City 
game. 

“I don’t mind who we have refereeing. 
As I always say, the best team wins the 
league and the worst team gets relegated 
irrespective of refereeing decisions. 

“Referees don’t change things so much 
that the team that deserves to win the 
league doesn’t.”

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THE general consensus 
of opinion among 
Sydenhams Wessex 
managers is that if 
Winchester City keep 
hold of ex-Saints striker 
Jamie White, they will 
win the league. 

And on the evidence of 
City’s 2-0 win at Little 
Testwood Park eight days 
ago, Totton & Eling boss Kev 
Dawtry would tend to agree. 

Although there was little to 
choose between the sides on 
the night, two inspired fin¬ 
ishes by White, pictured 
right, proved the difference. 

“In all honesty, I would say 
we kept Jamie pretty quiet,” 
said Dawtry. 

“But he got two half 
chances and he took them. 

“His second goal was a fin¬ 
ish that you wouldn’t see by 
anyone else in this league. 

“He brought the ball down 
with his right foot and hit 
with his left all in one move¬ 
ment and lofted it over our 
keeper Tony Harrop. 

“You just had to take your 
hat off to him for that.” 

Totton & Eling know all 
about White, having signed 
him for a brief spell last sea¬ 
son when he was getting 
over the latest in a cruel 
spate of injuries that sabo¬ 
taged a promising Football 
League career. 

The Harefield lad left the 
Millers to continue his reha¬ 
bilitation in Australia’s 
Queensland State League 
and, since returning to 
England and signing for 
Winchester, has plundered 
13 goals in eight Wessex 
appearances. 

“Jamie looks much fitter 
and sharper now,” said 
Dawtry. 

“He came to us from 
Eastleigh having just recov¬ 
ered from a knee operation 
and he hadn’t played football 
for a while. 

“He came training and we 
played him in a reserve 
game and then stuck him 
straight in the first team for 
four or five games. 

“Whereas we played him 
out on the wing, Winchester 
are playing him at centre- 
forward. You need to be a bit 


stronger for that and it looks 
to me as if Jamie’s bulked up 
a bit. 

“The report on our website 
said that if Winchester keep 
Jamie (and ex-Spurs defend¬ 
er Leigh Mills) they will win 
the league and I have to say 
that Jamie’s finishing made 
the difference against us. 


“He took his two chances 
and we didn’t take ours. 
Their keeper made two or 
three good saves from Craig 
Feeney, but our best chance 
fell to Jo (ex-Saint Jo 
Tessem) who was eight 
yards out.

WHEN Stefan Brown sprang off 
the substitutes’ bench during 
AFC Totton’s first venture into 
the FA Cup first round proper, 
his ambition was just “to do a 
shift and make sure we got

No one could have foreseen that he 
would end up as a record breaker in 
the world’s most famous domestic 
knockout competition - not least the 
22-year-old himself! 

By the time Brown was thrown into 
the action by manager Stuart Ritchie 
in the 56th minute, the rampant Stags 
were 4-1 up with one foot firmly in the 
second round. 

Bradford Park Avenue, their 
Northern Premier visitors, had done 
themselves no favours by having 
striker Richard Marshall sent off for 
petulantly pushing Tom Baddeley in 
the chest with just 12 minutes gone. 

Totton remorselessly punished the 
ten men with goals by Jonathan 
Davies, Mike Gosney (2) and Michael 
Charles and Brown’s arrival ruthless¬ 
ly twisted the knife. 

Eight minutes after going on for 
Charles he emphatically blasted home 
Gosney’s cross from the left to make it 
5-1. 

Then, following the dismissal of 
another Bradford man, Martin Drury, 
for a second yellow, Brown greedily 
helped himself to two more goals to 
complete a ‘Stag-gering’ 15-minute 
hat-trick. 

It was only after Davies had capped 
a remarkable 8-1 rout in front of a jubi¬ 
lant club record 2,315 crowd that news 
filtered through to Brown that his was 
the fastest treble ever scored by an FA 
Cup substitute. 

The pacy former Thatcham Town 
striker, signed by Totton in May last 
year, was modest about the achieve¬ 
ment. 

“I’ll take a hat-trick every day of the 
week, of course, but I’m just glad the 
club’s in the next round,” he smiled. 

“I went on to do a shift and just make 
sure we got through, but happily the 
goals came for me. 

“The second one was the most pleas¬ 
ing. The ball was hobbling around all 
over the pitch and I wasn’t sure what I 
was going to do.” 

Brown was a regular starter for 
Totton earlier in the season as the 
newly promoted Stags got off to a 
flying start in the Evo-Stik 
Southern League Premier 
Division. 

But he has been in and out 
since then due to a series of 
niggling injuries 
and, with 

Nathaniel 
Sherborne, Charles, 
Mark Osman and, 
latterly, Nathan Jack 
vying for frontline 
places, the fit-again 
striker knows better 
than to think he can 
walk straight back into 
the side. 

^ “We’ve got good compe¬ 
tition all over the park, so 
there are times when 
you’ve got to expect to 
be on the bench,” he 
said.

not excited by that, but I’m just happy 
to be part of the team. 

“Just because you score a hat-trick 
as a substitute doesn’t guarantee 
you’ll get back in the side. 

“Sherbs scored one off the bench 
earlier in the season (against Swindon 
Supermarine) but he didn’t start the 
next game. 

“You can never second guess what 
Stu (Ritchie) is going to do and that’s 
what makes him such a good manag¬ 
er.” 

Brown hails from Reading but trav¬ 
els to Totton from Portsmouth where 
he is in the third year of a sports devel¬ 
opment course at university. 

As a youngster he played in the 
same Newbury team as Arsenal and 


England’s Theo Walcott, Burnley’s 
former Swindon and Poole striker 
Charlie Austin and Scott Doe, a for¬ 
mer Swindon youth defender now 
with Dagenham & Redbridge. 

Prior to last Saturday, Brown’s fur¬ 
thest progress in a national cup com¬ 
petition had been reaching the second 
round of the FA Youth Cup with 
Thatcham, so the Bradford tie is easi¬ 
ly the highlight of his career so far. 

That, though, is about to be eclipsed 
by the visit of npower League Two 
outfit Bristol Rovers on Sunday, 
December 4 (12.30pm) which will be 
screened live on ITV1, landing the 
Salisbury Road club a minimum 
£72,000 windfall. 

Some say the FA Cup has lost the 


sheen of years gone by - but not from 
where young Brown is standing. 

“It may have done for some of the 
bigger sides, but clubs lower down the 
leagues love the magic of the FA Cup,” 
he said. 

“They need the money and it means 
so much to everyone.

And his goal-den touch was again in 
evidence as he scored twice in a 3-1 
victory to hoist the Stags up to second 
spot. 
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Buckle calls for TV repeat 


BRISTOL Rovers boss Paul Buckle 
admits AFC Totton will be “relish¬ 
ing the opportunity” to inflict live 
TV humiliation on his League 1 
outfit. 

But the former Torquay United boss 
is confident his players can pull off 
their second away win of the season 
in front of the live cameras. 

Rovers’ opening game of the season 
- away at AFC Wimbledon, the hosts’ 
first ever Football League encounter - 
was live on Sky.

“Totton will be relishing the oppor¬ 
tunity to play against us and try and 
knock us out. 

“We showed what we can do in front 
of the cameras at AFC Wimbledon at 
the start of the season and this would 
be another chance for the boys to go 
out and perform.” 

Buckle will be telling his men to 
show the same character at Testwood 
Stadium as the did against another 


non league club, Corby Town, last 
weekend. 

Corby, who play a level above the 
Stags in the Blue Square North, lost 3- 
1 at the Memorial Stadium - though it 
was 1-1 with 16 minutes to go before 
Buckle’s ex-Torquay pair of 
Mustapha Carayol and Chris 
Zebroski scored. 

“We will have to be as professional 
as we were against Corby,” said 
Buckle. 

“We will take confidence from our 
performance and result and we will 
have to be at our best again to 
progress through to the third round. 

“It’s a tie for us to look forward to - 
although there are no easy games in 
football and this will be no excep¬ 
tion.”

Sports books for Christmas 2011 

High street retailers’ craving for new 
customers has ensured that festive 
decorations have festooned many 
shop windows since September. 

We’re a little more circumspect in 
the sports books review department, 
but could mention that there’s only 
around five weeks to go before the 
need to distribute some worthwhile 
Christmas gifts arises. 

Accordingly, but without wanting to 
push readers (heaven forbid), here’s 
the first of our pre-festive season pre¬ 
views. 

Anyone meandering around a book¬ 
shop over the com¬ 
ing month will notice | 
a veritable 
avalanche of 
Olympic-themed 
books. 

Most are best 
ignored, although 
Steven Downes’ 
biography of Usain I 
Bolt (to be 
reviewed here in 
full very soon) is 
an exception to the rule. 

In 2002, Bolt became the World 
Junior Championship’s youngest-ever 
gold medallist (aged 16), since when 
Downes has covered a career that has 
blossomed beyond expectation. 

Snap this one up. 

We reviewed Sir Steve Redgrave’s 
Great Olympic Moments a few weeks 
ago and asserted that it contains pho¬ 
tographs which capture a “...selection 
of moments which ultimately inspired 
him to reach unprecedented levels of 
Olympic achievement.” 

It’s no more than that, but the pho¬ 
tography is excellent. 

Had England performed better than 
they did at the recent Rugby World 
Cup, then Jonny Wilkinson’s My 
Autobiography would be the 
Christmas book for everyone. 

Instead, he was the recipient of more 
than his fair share of criticism and 
while his well-written tome will 
undoubtedly prove, 
a big seller, it’s 
audience are likely 
to comprise rugby 
aficionados and 
avid sports fans. 

One former 
England rugby star 
who has attracted a 1 
wide readership is 
Brian Moore. 

His More Thoughts of Chairman 
Moore is intelligent, bereft of waffle 
and cliche. 

As an antidote to Christmas TV, this 
is a must. 

The same can be said of the brilliant¬ 
ly touching A Life Too Short: The 
Tragedy of Robert Enke by Ronald 
Reng, reviewed here last month. 

Finally, as Christmas is also a time 
for turkeys, there are several books 
that fall into this category yet remain 
prominently displayed on bookshelves. 
Rafael Nadal’s Rafa enjoyed pre-pub¬ 
licity out of all proportion to its vacu¬ 
ous content, while Gary Neville’s Red 
promised much and failed to deliver. 

More turkeys soon, together with our 
pick of the year’s best sports books.

THERE will likely be no interest in Euro 
2012 when it conies to current Saints - but 
some of the club’s former stars should be 
in action next summer. 

Anders Svensson, part of Gordon Strachan’s 2003 FA 
Cup final team, played for Sweden in a 1-0 friendly 
defeat against England, at Wembley, on Tuesday 
night, and is likely to feature in Poland and Ukraine, 
writes GORDON SIMPSON. 

The midfielder, who is now playing for Elfsborg in 
his homeland, has represented his country 123 times 
during his career. 

At 35-years-old, next summer’s finals are likely to 
represent Svensson’s last major international tourna¬ 
ment. 

He could also be joined in Poland and Ukraine by ex- 
Saints striker Tomas Pekhart. 

The 22-year-old has recently broken into the Czech 
Republic national team - something that may surprise 
a few St Mary’s observers, after a fairly ineffective 
loan spell with the club in late 2008. 

At the time, Pekhart was a Spurs player, but is now 
contracted to German side Nuremberg.

TWO headed goals in the closing ten 
minutes enabled Hampshire Colleges to 
overturn a 2-1 deficit and beat their 
Surrey counterparts 3-2 in the ESFA 
County Under-18 Cup yesterday.

BEATEN 


Symonds inflict first defeat on 
champs in almost four years 


ITCHEN’S remarkable 
unbeaten Hampshire Sixth 
Form Colleges League 
record has finally been 
ended by Peter Symonds. 

The Winchester-based col¬ 
lege, who have enjoyed more 
success than most against the 
defending champions in recent 
seasons, edged an exciting 
encounter 3-1 at the King 
George Ground, and in so 
doing, ended Itchen’s unbeaten 
league run that stretched back 
almost four years to February

But Symonds were defending

“Symonds deserved their 
win.
